ſelves about the Vital part of my Heart.” From whence 
it was ſaid, The pure in Heart ſhould be all ſecjng; and the 
Ears fixed ia the Golden Head ſhould become the true 
Hearing. 

$. [I. The experience whereof was known; for preſently 
the Etcroal Light-World appeard and ſurrounded me, where 
I ſaw the High Throne-Dominions, Principalities and Pow- 
ers, all paying their Homage and High Praiſes to their 
Kingly Redeemer. It was faid to me, behold and fee the 
Beſled Order and Goverament that js managed here, by the- 
ſupreme Soveraign., All were ranked according to their 
order and degree in various Circles about the Throne, re- 
Joicing together in a Melodious Harmony. And it was ſaid 
to me, that theſe great Elders of the Kingdom of the Monnt-

of this Antichriſtian Beaſt, may very well be hop'd: yea 


. there can be no manner of doubt made hereof by them, 


who are wiſe to ſearch iato the Calendar of tormer Ages, 
or who have but an Ear open to hear and receive what by 
Truth's Jofallible Oracle it (elfdeliver'd hath been, For as 
the Days Noah were, ſo ſhall allo thiszComing of the Son of Man, 
be to deſtroy and cverturn the whole Beſtial Kingdom, 
They did eat, (and Feaſt) they drank, they Married "ons, 
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they were given fn A and went on ſecureand unmov'd 
in their Valuptuous Courſes, (notwithſtanding the Warnings 
given, and Preaching of Repentance for above an hundred 
Years; _) until the veryday that he entred into the Ark : And 
they knew not unit] the Flood came, and took them all away, 
deſtroying them all. Likewiſe alſo it was in the days of 
Lot, they were Feaſtirg and making Merry, Buying and 
Selling, Planting and Building; till a ſudden deſtruction: 
overtook them out of Heaven. Now even thus it 1s to be,
